espite a very wet au- 

tumn, at least up 
through the third week in 
October, Ridley’s 98th year 
has been off to a strong 
start. A healthy enrolment 
(432 students in Upper 
School and 148 in Lower 
School) leaves us slightly 
crowded in Upper School, 
and little less than full in 
some portions of Lower 
School, but overall budget 
figures show a slight sur- 
plus. 

We continue to note a fall- 
ing off in applications for 
boy boarders below grade 
9, and we were, therefore, 
compelled to accept 9 Up- 
per School girls from our 
waiting list in early August. 
The sub-committee of the 
Long Range Planning Com- 
mittee of the Board of Gov- 
ernors is currently examin- 
ing the enrolment policies, 
in terms of appropriate ex- 
pectations for boy boarders 
below Grade 9, and girl 
boarders in Upper School. 





Our new student enrol- 
ment shows a healthy Cana- 
dian provincial and interna- 
tional diversity, which 
Brian Iggulden outlines in 
his Admissions report. But 
what may be most signifi- 
cant about enrolment fi- 
gures this year is that Rid- 
ley has 183 girls, 32% of the 
student body. Our number 
of girl boarders (128) is sur- 
passed by only one Cana- 
dian school — Alma with 
133 boarders, an all-girl 
school. The girls at Ridley 
go all the way down to 
grade 5, where six day girls 
actually outnumber the five 
boys! This does not neces- 
sarily set a trend for the fu- 
ture of that grade or any 
other, but it is highly likely 
that Ridley will gradually 
enrol more girls in the next 
few years. We continue to 
receive very high quality 
applicants, and have had to 
turn down, discourage from 
applying or wait-list some 
very fine female applicants. 


Morale has held up very 
well despite the weather, in 
part thanks to an extremely 
energetic and constructive 
group of prefects and 
cheerleaders. The Snake 
Dance and traditional cheer 
rallies have greatly en- 
hanced school spirit, de- 
spite the winless record of 
Ist Football. It was in- 
teresting to note that at the 
final game against Ap- 
pleby, the cheerleaders and 
fans continued to support 
the team right down to the 
final whistle. 


New departures this year 
include computer courses 
throughout Lower School; 
the 2nd Century Mile, a 
race for southern Ontario 
Secondary School milers (in 
imitation of the Texaco 
Mile), was inaugurated by 
some prefects in conjunc- 


tion with the Big ‘R’ 
Bazaar, (see page 8). 


Right now we look for- 
ward to the exciting change 
of pace that our Fourth 
Dimension field trips and 
mid-term break will pro- 
vide. Some of us adminis- 
trators are recovering from 
the somewhat hectic pace 
of 2nd Century Kickoffs 
across North America this 
fall. But, they are now done 
and the turnouts and spirit 
at all of them were excep- 
tionally heartening. At 
almost every kickoff, the 
numbers were greater than 
at normal Branch Meetings 
in that area; generations 
were delightfully mixed 
with very recent graduates 
of the school studying at 
local universities in attend- 
ance in good numbers along 
with alumni reaching back 
to the 1930s and even 1920s; 
both current and past pa- 
rents have also been well 
represented. The kickoffs 
have turned into something 
more than just a promotion 
for the 2nd Century Cam- 
paign; they are the begin- 
nings of a delightful centen- 
nial birthday celebration, 
and a festive bringing 
together of the Ridley 
Family!

Admissions 


| Le year the Admis- 
sions Office received 


1429 inquiries for informa- 
tion about Ridley. These in- 
quiries resulted in 342 ap- 
plications being made, 321 
interviews being conducted 
and 199 new students arriv- 
ing at the Marriott Gates on 
September 7, 1986. 

A detailed breakdown of 
our school’s enrolment 
shows our Upper School 
opened with 432 students in 
Grades 10-13. Grade 13 has 
117 students, Grade 12 - 105, 
Grade 11 - 118, Grade 10 - 
92. The total of 323 boarders 
is composed of 210 boys and 
113 girls. Day student sta- 
tistics count 73 boys and 36 
girls for a total of 109. 

The Lower School enrol- 
led 148 students in this first 
year of complete co- 
education. This number in- 
cludes 67 in Grade 9, 31 in 
Grade 8, 22 in Grade 7, 18 in 
Grade 6 and 10 in Grade 5 
(with 2 boarding boys, 2 day 
boys and 6 day girls this is 
the only grade with more 
girls than boys!). The Low- 
er School will educate 61 
boarding boys, 16 boarding 
girls, 52 day boys and 19 
day girls this year. 

Items worthy of note in- 
clude the addition of 5 ex- 
change students to Ridley (3 
French exchange students 
and 2 English Speaking Un- 
ion exchange students). 
Wide geographic distribu- 
tion characterizes the 115 
new students in Upper 
School and the 84 new stu- 
dents in Lower School (total 
new students at Ridley this 
year 199). With the new stu- 
dents, the total foreign en- 
rolment at Ridley sees that 
twenty-five foreign coun- 
tries have representatives 
at Ridley. This list includes 
the United States (32), Hong 
Kong (11), Macau (3), Mex- 
ico (9), Trinidad (9), Bermu- 


da (4), Venezuela (4), Baha- 
mas (3), Jamaica (2), Grand 
Cayman (2), Netherlands 
Antilles (2), India (2), West 
Africa (3), Indonesia (2), 
West Germany (2), Spain 
(3), Kenya (1), British Vir- 
gin Islands (1), Nigeria (1), 
Singapore (1), Saudi Arabia 
(4), England (3), Pakistan 
(1), France (3), Guatemala 
(2). It should be noted that 
these representatives in- 
clude Canadian citizens 
whose families are sta- 
tioned overseas. 

Our Canadian students, 
excluding those above, in- 
clude 414 from Ontario, 11 
from Quebec, 1 from Man- 
itoba, 1 from the North 
West Territories, 13 from 
Alberta, 4 from B.C., 1 
from New Brunswick, 1 
from Nova Scotia, 6 from 
Newfoundland, 1 from 
Prince Edward Island. 

I talked with two boys 
from Alberta about their 
reasons for attending Rid- 
ley. Mike Bryden, new boy 
in Grade 11, admits that he 
‘wanted to see another part 
of Canada,” but also speaks 
of Ridley’s reputation: 
“Ridley is an old, recog- 
nized institution, known for 
its solid academics and its 
rowing. My brother came 
here, and he told me it was 
great.”’ George Valentine, 
in his second year at Rid- 
ley, also in Grade 11, refers 
to the positive testimony of 
an older sibling as one of 
the chief reasons for com- 
ing here. But George also 
felt, like Mike, it was ‘“‘im- 
portant to get away from 
home, to rough it out your- 
self.’ His expectations, for 
Ridley and himself, have 
been fulfilled: ‘“‘No private 
school has an atmosphere 
as good as Ridley’s. The 
school demands that you 
make decisions on what you 
have to do, how much time 





you will work and when to 
have fun. You learn what 
you need to do.”’ Mike too 
praised the way the school 
“molds you; the scheduling 
programs you, keeps every- 
body involved.” 

The experience of Mike 
and George is “‘positive so 
far.”’ As Mike put it, ‘“‘most 
people are hospitable in 
Ontario.” By wintertime, 
Mike may no longer worry 
that he will ‘‘miss skiing.” 

What these comments 
and statistics reflect is the 
continuing national and in- 
ternational interest ex- 
pressed in Ridley. Perhaps 
one could argue that this 
support is expanding. Over 
40 students remained on our 
waiting lists when school 
opened in September. The 
demand for places has

The Lower School 


ast year marked the 

beginning of a new era 
as far as the Lower School 
of Ridley was concerned. 
The girls had arrived! 


Although the number of 
female students was small 
(only thirteen), the changes 
that were necessary were 
on a fairly large scale. 
Possibly the most signifi- 
cant change was in the 
timetabling of the classes. 
All of grade nine was put on 
the same time schedule as 
the Upper School. This was 
done, in part, to accommo- 
date the L.S. girls so that 
they could participate in 
the same athletic program 
as the rest of the Ridley 
girls. It also allowed stu- 
dents of grades nine and 
ten to fulfill different 
course requirements which 
previously would have been 
an impossibility. 


As to other changes, the 
girls participated in every 
activity from Tribe Sports 
to the school plays and 
were very welcome contri- 
butors. There were definite- 
ly more student confer- 
ences in the halls and lib- 
rary than in previous years. 
Also many ‘“‘old boys’’ of 
the Lower School had to 
come to grips with the fact 
that the girls were here to 
stay. 


At the time of writing, we 
are six weeks into our 
second year with L.S. girls 
and our first year of having 
girls in grades five to eight. 
With the transitional year 
behind us, everything 
seems to be moving along 
very smoothly. We have 
thirty-six girls this year 
and relatively few boys who 
can remember ‘‘the old 
days’’ when the female stu- 
dent wasn’t around. So to 
most of the students, the 
Lower School is functioning 


as they imagine it always 
has. 

There have been, how- 
ever, some further changes 
this fall. For instance, last 
year’s four female boarding 
students lived in the Upper 
School in Gooderham House 
East, but did their studying 
and ate most of their meals 
in the Lower School. Over 
the summer, however, the 
top floor of Mandeville 
House was converted into a 
girl’s residence and now 
houses sixteen girls and a 
new Housemaster, Miss 
Catherine Parkinson. 

As for athletics, the girls 
below grade nine must 
compete in some sports on 
the boy’s teams. From an 
observer’s point of view 
this has not caused anyone 
a problem as yet. In fact, it 


probably strengthened 
some of our teams. 

There are a few other 
Lower School happenings 
worth mentioning. A sing- 
ing group went to England 
this summer under the care 
of Thom Mitchell. From all 
accounts, their tour was a 
great success. 

Mr. Mike Rice and Chris 
Loat accompanied the 
under-thirteen soccer team 
to Vancouver this fall for 
the annual tournament. Suf- 
fice it to say, the team won 
a game, and Expo was fan- 
tastic. 

Mr. Michael Rattenbury 
took over the reins as one 
of the Housemasters in 
Mandeville House this 
September. He relieves Jim 
Milligan who, with his wife 
Ann, is enjoying the new 


role of proud parent of baby 
Sarah. 

There are other new 
faces in the halls of Lower 
School. Mr. Rob Patterson 
is with us on exchange from 
Australia, and there are in- 
numerable crossover staff 
members who now split 
their time between Lower 
and Upper Schools. 

So the Lower School rolls 
along; many things 
changed, but most of the 
old traditions remain. I 
think I remember reading 
somewhere that ‘‘the only 
thing constant about life is 
change itself.”’ So it is with 
the Lower School.

Lower School Choir Trip 
A Choirmaster’s Journal (17 June - 7 July, 1986) 


Tuesday, 17 June — Arrival 
at Gatwick, circa 0800, in- 
stead of 0655, owing to 
strong headwinds on the 
flight to England. The trip 
was fine, except that no- 
body slept, at least as far 
as I could see. The movies 
never materialized, be- 
cause of some problem with 
the projector system; 
everyone had to make do 
with his own sort of in-flight 
entertainment. The food 
was not that good, but it 
sufficed. Spent the first day 
at Stoke Brunswick School 
... loafing, and getting to 
know the place. Very nice 
grounds, the former home 
of the Dewar family, of 
whisky fame. Beautiful gar- 
dens and the countryside 
seemed to extend for miles. 
A new experience for most 
of us, until we realized that 
the English countryside in- 
variably goes on and on. 
Very peaceful, and very 
quiet, in the midst of the 
Sussex area. Good billets, 
but that was the case for 
the whole of the trip! 


Thursday, 19 June — Trip 
to Battle Abbey and a view 
of the battlefield of the Nor- 
man Conquest of 1066. 
Eleanor and Mrs. Kundrat 
discovered a nice little tea 
house, just beside the 
grounds of the Abbey. We 
had, by now, discovered 
that Eleanor had to have 
her snacks. There was a loo 
there, as well! Afternoon 
visit to Bodiam Castle, 
where Mr. Mitchell got a 
spectacular picture of Phil 
Rudachuk carrying Julius 
DiFilippo on his shoulders;

After a 
short prayer from the pul- 
pit, the presiding priest 
said, ‘In honour of Cana- 
da’s birthday, which falls 
tomorrow, the Ist of July, 
the treble choristers from 
Ridley College, Canada, 
will sing the first verse of 
the Canadian National 
Anthem, O Canada, and one 
verse of the Schmelli Song, 
Jesus Is A Jewel Fair, by 
Johann Sebastian Bach.”’ 
We sang right in front of 
the Tomb of the Unknown 
Warrior, at exactly the 
same spot as Sarah Fergu- 
son waited, with her father, 
before going down the aisle, 
about three weeks later.

_were there, as were Mr. 


and Mrs. Sam Heaman, as 


well as Mr. and Mrs. Darcy 
McKeough. There are over- 
whelming moments in life, 
but to hear one’s choir sing 
two very simple songs ex- 
quisitely, and without organ 
accompaniment, in the very 
building where England’s 
Kings and Queens have 
been crowned, for over 
eight hundred years, is tru- 
ly a moving experience. 
You would all have had a 
moist eye as you watched 
and listened to our boys. 


Tuesday, 1 July — Canada 
Day in Trafalgar Square. A 
reception line, in Canada 
House, with The Hon. Roy 
McMurtry and his wife, the 
Hon. Tom Wells and his 
wife, as well as a host of 
other Canadian dignitaries. 


Thursday, 5 July — The 
Royal Henley Regatta. We 
were able to greet the Rid- 
ley crew as it made its 
triumphant way off the 
course. We went to the Hen- 
ley Funfair in the evening. 





The trip was a tremen- 
dous success; we went to 
sing, and we did. We were 
tired, and well we should 
be; in the space of 21 days, 
we had sung a total of 19 
concerts. 

The Choir Mums were su- 
per, as was Eleanor Braun, 
our piano accompanist. 
These three ladies assumed 
the role of surrogate 
mothers, and did a thor- 
oughly commendable job. 
Imagine doing laundry for 
over 20 boys, on a hot and 
steamy day in the middle of 
a heat-wave in London!

Another Henley Win! 





After an impressive open 
water victory over Brent- 
wood College of Vancouver 
at the Canadian Schoolboy, 
the Ridley Senior Heavy 8 
embarked on a quest to the 
Royal Henley Regatta in 
England to defend its year- 
old Thames Challenge Cup 
title. The training before 
departure for England was 
intense; Coach Neil Camp- 
bell had to prepare the 
crew for racing head to 
head over a considerably 
longer distance (2112 
metres) and against much 
larger and more experi- 
enced crews. Returning 
from last year’s boat, 
however, were 7-seat Gus 
McKay, 6-seat James 
McKeough, 4-seat Hugh 
Evans, 3-seat Bob Picken, 
Bow Hugh Silk and cox- 
swain Tim Coy. Newcomers 
included stroke Wayne 
MacFarlane, 5-seat Doug 
Boyle and 2-seat Garth 
Walker. 


The crew’s first test in 
England was at a small Re- 
gatta in Nottingham, 10 
days before the beginning 
of Henley. Unfortunately, 
the crew rowed rather poor- 
ly, during this crucial week 
of practice. 


The poor showing in Not- 
tingham, however, worked 
to Ridley’s advantage. 
Rumors circulated in the 


media and among other 
oarsmen that Ridley was 
beatable. Imperial College, 
London, was now the “‘boat 
to beat.” The first race at 
Henley will certainly be re- 
membered as the boat’s 
worst, although they de- 
feated Durham University 
by 4 lengths. 


In the eight’s second race 
the boat truly began to 
click and move fast. The 
London Times headline 
proclaimed ‘‘Boys Look 
Menacing”’ as they defeated 
Cambridge 99 Boat Club by 
5 lengths. The eight’s new- 
found confidence carried 
over into Saturday’s quar- 
ter final against Oriel Col- 
lege. Once again the boat 
rowed powerfully and won 
by a 41/2 length margin. 

On Sunday, the final day 
of racing, the eight was 
faced with two races. The 
semi-final against London 
R.C. proved to be the tight- 
est so far, with a 1 1/2 
length margin, although the 
boat was able to conserve 
valuable energy at the end 
by dropping the stroke rat- 
ing. Imperial College had a 
barn burner with Molesley 
BC of Scotland, winning by 
1/2 length. Although the 
eight felt strong and tech- 
nically sound, the 8-second 
margin between the two 
boats was dreadfully un- 
nerving. Would the boat 


row its best and still lose to 
a superior crew? 

“Are you ready? Go!”’ 
screamed the umpire. Nine 
months of preparation, 
weights, runs, and 3-minute 
pieces were unleashed in an 
explosive 48 strokes per 
minute start. Before the 
boat had finished their ‘‘ten 
to lengthen,”’ they had 
ground out a 1/2 boat lead. 
After settling to a powerful 
38 strokes per minute, cox 
Tim Coy dropped the ham- 
mer several times with

power ten moves. Desper- 
ately, Imperial College 
made a move just past the 
halfway point. The eight 
dug in and fought back. 
With 40 strokes left, Wayne 
MacFarlane brought the 
rate up to 42 for a finish, 
sealing Imperial’s fate. The 
final verdict was a 1% 
length margin in a time of 
6:35. 


Ridley Boat Club was 
also victorious in the Stew- 
ard’s Challenge Cup. 
Coached by Neil Campbell, 
the coxless four consisted of 
four gold medalists from 
the ’84 Olympic eight. The 
crew of Pat Turner, Kevin 
Neufield, Paul Steele and 
Grant Main defeated the 
West German and English 
National Teams to capture 
the coveted title.

ifle Range Problems: 

Two consulting en- 
gineers’ reports have 
caused the administration 
to close indefinitely the rifle 
range in the basement of 
the Iggulden Gymnasium 
for regular shooting. The 
range does not meet en- 
vironmental standards for 
ventilation, primarily of 
ostensibly toxic lead fumes. 
Estimates to rebuild the 
area with ventilation that 
will meet current environ- 
mental standards varies 
from $20,000 to $200,000! 
Mr. Lewis and Mr. War- 
shick are moving on two 
fronts, one to secure some 
shooting time at a local out- 
door/indoor range with reg- 
ular .22s and also to acquire 
air rifles in order to keep 
the Ridley riflery program- 
me going. 

A Commission on the 
Chapel, a faculty/student

of Brock University. 

Following introductory 
remarks by the Headmas- 
ter, Mr. Haynes brought 





greetings from the Honor- 
able Dr. Lily Munro, Pro- 
vincial Minister of 
Citizenship and Culture. 
During his brief address, he 
remarked that he has ‘“‘a 
special place close to my 
heart for Ridley, because 
my large son over there 
was a Student some years 
ago. To come back on a pil- 
grimage today to see this 
plaque installed is a very 
special occasion for me. All 
success on the days leading 
to your 100th birthday.” 

He then invited Allesan- 
dro DiLorenso, current

“One of Ontario’s most prominent independent board- 
ing schools, this college, named for a 16th-century Chris- 
tian martyr, was opened in 1889. It was established by 
Anglican churchmen to provide boys with a sound prepar- 
atory education and to instill in them enduring moral and 
spiritual values. Initially housed in a converted sanator- 
ium, Ridley expanded steadily, adding a junior school, 
reputedly the first of its kind in Canada, in 1889 and mov- 
ing all facilities to this site by 1905. It gained what is 
essentially its present form during an extensive building 
program undertaken in the 1920s. A traditional liberal arts 
institution, Ridley has developed a well-rounded program 
with athletic and extracurricular activities. It became 
coeducational in 1973 and is renowned today for its many 


eminent graduates.”

he Class of ’86 demon- 
strated its own indi- 

viduality at the same time 
as it continued some major 
trends of recent years. A 
diversified range of choices 
was once again evident 
across North America, as 
well as the Carribean, and 
England for our English 
Speaking Union exchange 
students. However, the bal- 
ance between Eastern and 
Western Canadian univer- 
sities was virtually even 
this year, unlike the 
strongly Eastern bias of the 
Class of ’85.

Masters’ wives who were as 
much a part of the school 
as their husbands. And Rid- 
ley benefitted greatly from 
the friendship, example, 
kindness and wise lead- 
ership of them both. 

Muriel Kidd was born in 
1900. She graduated with a 
degree in Household Scien- 
ce from the University of 
Toronto. She was Head Girl 
at University College in her 
last year, and then became 
a dietician at the Hospital 
for Sick Children in Toron- 
to. She married Hammy in 
December of 1925 and came 
to Ridley in January of 1926 
(where Hammy had been 
teaching since 1921). 


Hammy was Housemas- 
ter of Gooderham House 
from 1931 to 1939, of Merritt 
House from 1939 to 1949 and 
Headmaster from 1949 until 
his death in 1961. During 
that time, Mrs. Hamilton 
was every much as well 
known to the boys and pa- 
rents, masters and staff, as 
Hammy himself. She al- 
ways had a smile and a 
friendly word to ‘‘our 
boys.” 

I lived in Gooderham 
House for two years. Often, 
about 9:00ish, Dick would 
appear and say that if I 
was through my nightwork 
(which I never was, but!) 
his Mum and Dad would 
love a game of bridge. I am 
still in awe of Hammy’s 
knowledge of what was in 
all four hands and Mrs. 
Hamilton’s little snacks 
afterwards still remain a 
wonderful memory. 

Every morning (rain or 
shine, snow or sleet) one 
could see Mrs. Hamilton 
going across the circle to 
arrange the flowers in the 
Chapel. She was the Ridley 
College Altar Guild. 

After Hammy’s death, 
Mrs. Hamilton moved to 8 
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Morris Street, just south of 
St. Paul Street, to a house 
they had purchased for re- 
tirement days. The door 
was always open to genera- 
tions of Ridleians. 


Mrs. Hamilton died on 
July 1st, 1986. The funeral 
service was in the Ridley 
Chapel on July 3rd.

Christian Priorities 


bility to spot priorities 
is a gift many envy. 

Well they may: it is an 
aspect of wisdom and it is 
essential. The rector of the 
parish I attended while 
studying in England once 
told me this story which 
quite graphically focuses on 
this whole business of 
priorities. He had become a 
senior Air Raid Warden in 
the late Thirties as Europe 
lurched into war. One night 
he was alerted by telephone 
that bombers were 
approaching the coast, and 
as he was dressing, the 
alarm sounded. The noise 
of approaching aircraft 
grew louder, and then he 
heard the janitor’s wife 
from the top-floor apart- 
ment go down the rectory 
stairs and call up to her 
husband: ‘‘Harry, come on 
down; they’re coming 
over.” A muffled voice up- 
stairs: “I can’t. I’ve lost 
my dentures.” The wife: 
“Get yourself down. 
They’re dropping bombs, 
not bloody sandwiches. . .”’ 

See how important Christ 
thinks it is to establish 
priorities from what St. 
Matthew tells us in his Gos- 
pel: ‘‘And now some men 
brought him a paralytic 
lying on a bed. Seeing their 
faith, Jesus said to the 
man, ‘Take heart, my son; 
your sins are forgiven’.”’ 
(Mt., 9:2 N.E.B.) Aren’t you 
surprised? Wouldn’t you 
have expected Jesus to heal 
him first and then to 
absolve him from sin? 
Christ does not explain. He 
looks, and He knows what 
he must do first to save this 
paralytic. 

Examine Christ’s scale of 
priorities. The first is not 
wholeness. It is holiness. 


This is disconcerting be- 
cause in our preoccupation 
with physical health and 
mental well-being we think 
we are right to emphasize 
the pre-eminence of whole- 
ness for life. Christ’s mis- 
sion is salvation, nothing 
less. That is the redemption 
not merely of physical fai- 
lure and mental malaise, 
but the whole world of crea- 
tion, physical and spiritual. 
This cosmic concept is 
stupendous, and human 
wholeness is part of it. But 
only part. Christ’s concern 
here with holiness before 
wholeness brings a be- 
wildering realm of priori- 
ties to our notice, the Di- 
vine Priorities. 

Holiness before whole- 
ness. It is an unfamiliar 
priority to a nation like 
ours which places a pre- 
mium upon well-being. 
Holiness before wholeness, 
both integral parts of the 
salvation he comes to 
bring, but the second very 
much a part of the first , 
and the first indispensable 
to the second for its effec- 
tiveness. When Christ 
heals, He not merely res- 
tores life to what it should 
be; He imparts His resur- 
rected life, His strength, 
and His purity to the sick, 
and what is that but His 
holiness? It was a saint of 
old, Theophilus, Bishop of 
Antioch, who would de- 
clare, ‘‘Hear further, O 
man, of the work of resur- 
rection going on in yourself, 
even though you were una- 
ware of it. For perhaps you 
have sometimes fallen sick, 
and lost flesh, and strength, 
and beauty, but when you 
received again from God 
mercy and healing — mer- 
cy and healing — you pick- 
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ed up again in flesh and 
appearance and recovered 
also your strength...” 
Holiness before wholeness, 
one of the Divine Priorities. 

Are there others? Many. 
As I was preparing this, I 
was checking on the occa- 
sions when Christ stated 
priorities. I can only give 
you some, but you can be 
sure that a considerable 
portion of His teaching was 
spent in helping people to 
establish priorities. Divine 
and human. Of the man on 
his way to church, with 
hatred in his heart for 
someone: ‘First be recon- 
ciled to your brother, and 
only then come and offer 
your gift at the altar.”’ To 
those whose delight it was 
to see faults and sin in 
others: ‘‘First take the 
plank out of your own eye 
and then you will see clear- 
ly to take the speck out of 
your brother’s eye.” ‘‘This 
is the first and great com- 
mandment ...’’ To the rich 
young man who wanted to 
be with Him: “First sell 
what you have, and give to 
the poor.’ To those who 
found the woman in the act 
of adultery: ‘“‘Let him who 
is without sin cast the first 
stone.” To self-righteous 
Pharisees: ‘‘First clean the 
inside of the cup, then the 
outside will be clean also.”’ 
In fact, He reserves His 
most scorching term for 
those whose spiritual priori- 
ties are misplaced, when 
He calls the Scribes and 
Pharisees ‘“‘whited sepul- 
chres’’. 

He wants us to face up to 
the realm of spiritual reali- 
ties which, if we really 
want to know Him better, 
we must acknowledge. He 
never talks of “finding 


yourself”’ (in the way we 
are forever doing, especial- 
ly when we are considering 
students who drop out of 
school in order to do just 
that) without first telling us 
that we must lose 
ourselves, for only he who 
loses his life shall find it — 
His. Through His teaching, 
through His life, the great 
tenor bell of the Divine 
Priorities sounds: ‘‘Seek ye 
first the Kingdom of God.”’ 
It is this challenge, this re- 
quirement, which has to be 
met if we mean business. 
And the priorities he ex- 
presses are geared for just 
this. 

Not for nothing does the 
Lord in the deathless story 
of the Prodigal Son precise- 
ly say what the father did 
when his months of waiting 
were over and his boy 
appeared in sight: “‘But 
while he was still a long 
way off his father saw him 
and his heart went out to 
him. He ran to meet him, 
flung his arms around him, 
and kissed him.’’ Wow! 
Priorities! What a great, 
good, beautiful man!

lfred Woolrich did not 

make it to Association 
Weekend, but earlier in the 
summer he visited Ridley 
for the first time since his 
graduation in 1926. I wrote 
to him asking if he would 
share his impressions with 
us. Here’s his response: 





Honolulu, October 6, 1986 
Dear Dr. Fraser, 

Regarding my return visit to Ridley after all these years. 
The first thing that struck me was the size of the campus and 
buildings. Not only the additional number of buildings but also 
the enormous increase in facilities. 

When IJ arrived at Ridley Lower School in September, 1920 
from Peking, China, there were only about 50 boys in the 
Lower School and the buildings consisted of Lower School, the 
rink, the gym, Upper School House, Deans House and the 
hospital. 

Today I find Lower School, the rink and the gym have been 
replaced and additional facilities like the Great Hall, library, 
hospital, dormatory building, etc. are all new to me. In fact I 
could not find my way around. Gooderham House and the 
Chapel were built while I was a student, so I knew them well. 
In those days we had about 140 boys in Upper School and of 
course no girls. 

I remember my years in the Upper School; the friends I 
made have been life-long friends, easily the best I ever had. 
The character and educational training I received, some 
times to the ‘‘tune of a hickory stick,” in my case a ratan cane 
wielded by one Dr. Griffith over my BTM in pyjamas, made 
me a better citizen, I am convinced. 

I was saddened by the thought of the twenty-seven (about) 
boys in my class, only a handful of whom I have ever heard 
about since leaving school. I know the great depression, the 
war and time itself have cut a swath through their ranks. In 
fact I only know of about five still alive. 

I could go on and on reminiscing about my days at Ridley; 
the events crowded in on me when I returned last summer. 
Like sneaking over to the store after dark from the Lower 
School to buy candy. Later in Upper School climbing down the 
fire escape in Gooderham House and going over the hogsback 
to town for midnight snacks. It seems to me looking back that 
some how or other I was always mixed up in some devilry. No 
wonder Dr. Griffith had on so many occasions to point out the 
error in my ways with his cane. 

I remember a boy by the name of Davies and some of his 
associates one night removed all the furniture, files, pictures, 
etc. from the Masters Study, leaving it completely bare. They 
never did find out who did it nor did they find the furnishings, 
and about a week later it was returned just as mysteriously. 

I remember, I remember, I could go on and on. 

I do hope this gives you a little of my thoughts.
